When an election is contesteion the ground 
of illegal votes, any of which it is claimed on 
affidavit can probebly be proven by resort to 
the ballots, specifying what ballots,it is the duty 
of the clerk of the superior court to deliver the 
same, together with the list of voters, to the 
person who presides at the taking ef the testi- 
mony, who shall examine said suspected bal- 
lots, aud none other, and have put down as 
part of the testimony their contents, and all 
other testimony attacking and defending their 
legality. 

The attorneys for the prisoner claimed that 
he had no right to deliver ‘he ballot box tou 
justice of the peace under the circumstances 
that surrounded this case, and that if it had 
been his duty todo so, still the irregularity in 
the proceedings to obtain the box from him was 
so striking as to make his refusal the only course 
that lay before him. They claimed boldly that 
Collins had performed his plain duty and hence 
should be released at once from custody. “ther 
arguments were used but upou this the case 
mainly rested, 

Judge Hammond's counsel took the law on 
the case, and standing upon its strict letter de- 
clared that the rights of the contestant who 
demanded the production of the box had been 
grossly outraged, and that the prisoner should 
be made tosuffer for the wrong he had done 
tuem They also denied any irregularity in the 
process sufficient to invalidat: it, and main‘ 
tai .ed that the proceedings to ubtain the box 
had followed the directions of the law upon the 
case, 

Judge Clarke, at the conclusion of the argu- 
Ment, announced that he would withhold his 
decision until this morning at 9 o’clock.

Judge Hammond has sued out a writ ot quo 
warranto beiore Judge Peeples demanding that 
Mr Coilins appear and show cause why he has 
not produced the ballot box to the order of the 
justice taking the testimony in the contested 
election.
